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CLOAK AND DAGGER 


On an uncertain date last month, in circumstances cloaked with secrecy and from 
an unidentified launching pad, did the Soviet Union put a man, one Yuri Gagarin,into 
orbit around the earth? In any event, in the wake of an announced landing operation 
of which Soviet releases gave conflicting accounts, Yuri came opportunely into pub- 
lic view to bolster the Big Red Lie of Soviet scientific supremacy and lend luster t 
May Day celebrations in Communist capitals around the world. With festivities in 
Moscow setting the pace, the Communist sector of Berlin whooped it up, three million 
Chinese turned out to demonstrate red solidarity in Peiping, and Cubans rallied to 
hail what.

And in 
Letters to the Editor punning in this veins 'I,and, I suspect, a goodly number of 
other citizens of the rapidly shrinking free world, will not believe that glib Yuri 


Gagarin was ever higher than 10,000 feet, except possibly on a bottle of vodka,until 
several neutral observers of unquestionable integrity produce irrefutable evidence 


that he made the flight as he and the whole Communist publicity machine say he did. 
President Kennedy's precipitate message of congratulation to the recognized 
masters of fraud and deceit is all-of-a-piece with the amazing pattern of procedure

Banner headlines of May 22, 1927 blazoned: "LINDBERGH REACHES PARIS IN 334 
HOURS--RIOTOUS WELCOME GIVEN WEARY AIRMAN...Crowd Goes Wild As *Flying Fool* Swoops 
to Field...*It's he,* was the great cry, and French enthusiasts cried, *America for- 
ever. Vive l*Amerique$*" An echo of that hour of American triumph was carried in an 
S.0.S. from Irish International Airlines appearing in the news of last September: 
“WHO HEARD LINDBERGH? Wanted<~a captain, pilot or one of his associates, who was 
aboard a fishing craft off the coast of Ireland on Friday, May 21, 1927, about 2:47 
Pem., and who was queried by a lone flier in a single-engine monoplane: ‘Am I on the 
right road to Ireland?" Irish International Airlines was seeking the whereabouts of 
the skipper of the fishing smack, or next in command, who recalls his brush with fame 
in the fleeting moments that Charles Lindbergh dived to 50 feet, throttled his motor 
and shouted the question "Which way is Ireland?" The airline wished to invite the 


unknown guest to take part in ceremonies scheduled to inaugurate their new Boeing 
Shamrock Jet service across the Atlantic.

Mystic chords of memory, struck by the hand of fate as it came up with that 
something very special in the way of Space-Age achievement to mark this current month 
of May, awoke echoes of that long-ago fanfare to mingle with and swell the chorus of

"This one I saw$tt The blaze of Shepard's Redstone rocket is hailed as a bright light 
on a dark, cold-war horizon. 

"SHEPARD MODEST IN GLORY'"-~Associated Press, Washington, May 9: "A proud, grate- 
ful nation yesterday paid its fullest homage to the first American to breach the bar- 
riers of space. President. Kennedy lauded astronaut Alan B. Shepard Jr. and pinned a 
medal on the man who ventured 115 miles into the heavens on a giant stride across the 
_— frontier. Congress Praised Shepard with personal greetings and a formal reso- 

tion, 

The nation saw the President at his best on this occasion, and it is to be 
hoped that it will never see him in a less favorable light in relation to the hero 
of the hour.. But the memory of the base treatment of Lindbergh by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, by whose example Kennedy affects to regulate his presidential conduct, 
strikes a discordant note. in the happy chorus; and an ominous prophetic shadow is 
cast by Kennedy*s servile compliance in relieving Maj.
